What is wrong with the Motion Picture 
Industry? If you think there isn’t something 
wrong with it, then you haven't seen many 
of the productions that have been coming out 
of Hollywood lately. 

An examination of the chart on the oppo- 
site page reveals at first glance some inter- 
esting points. We note that Mars rules the 
Personnel of the Industry and is the domi- 
nant factor in the chart. This is in harmony 
with a fact established by the Brotherhood 
of light (now Church of Light, Los Angeles) 
that Mars was the dominant planet in the 
horoscopes of 97 out of 100 motion picture 
stars whose charts they analyzed. It was 
found that Uranus was second in importance 
whereas, strangely enough, Neptune, which 
is generally considered the Ruler of the 
Drama, came out a very poor third. Perhaps 
this accounts for the fact that there is so 
much action and so little acting in the usual 
run of motion pictures. With Uranus squar- 
ing Mars from Scorpio it is a wonder they 
haven’t starred Al Capone—they probably 
will yet. The position of the Moon in this 
chart, which forms a cross with Mars and 
Uranus, shows clearly enough the reaction 
of the public to this sort of entertainment. 
It is thumbs down—and how. An occasional 
box office success in this type of picture does 
not alter that fact—it takes more than one 
swallow to make a summer. 

We cannot hope to cover all the points in 
this chart in such a short analysis. We might 
for instance comment at length on the influ- 
ence of the Seventh House Uranus and Sa- 
turn on movie marriages and the high divorce 
rate in Hollywood, but why waste space on 
that?—who cares? The real problem that 
confronts the Cinema World is, “What shall 
we do to be saved?—the ship is sinking.” 

The conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune in 
the financial department of this chart is indi- 
cative of the vast fortunes that have been 
made in this industry, and the transit of Nep- 
tune into Virgo square to the radical Nep- 
tune September 1928 reveals quite clearly 
what has happened to many of those for- 
tunes during the past five years. This is in 
fact the key to the difficulties of Movieland. 
A new influence entered the Industry at that 
time. A New Era commenced—a New Birth 
if you like, but the child is not yet born, nor 
will it be fully delivered for some time. 
Meanwhile, during this period of transition, 
Death hovers near. In fact it would seem 
to be almost inevitable that before this re- 
birth is complete a transition analogous to 





death may take place—a transition that will 
revolutionize the entire industry. This might 
even move the headquarters of the Industry 
out of Hollywood and bring it East—prob- 
ably to New York. In fact, upon comparing 
the horoscope of New York City with that 
of the Motion Picture, we can advise that 
the sooner this move is made the better it 
will be for the Motion Picture Industry. 
However, there is still plenty of time for this 
transition to be effected. The indications are 
that this travail of a new birth may endure 
for quite another three years. 

The conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune on 
Sept. 19, 1932, in the 9th degree of Virgo, 
was in exact opposition to the Venus of Mo- 
tion Pictures and in close square to the radi- 
cal conjunction of Jupiter and Neptune in 
Gemini. This transiting conjunction closely 
following the Eclipse in the 8th degree of 
Virgo on August 31, 1932, would seem to in- 
dicate that about that time the J.eaders in 
the Industry discovered that they had a nice 
collection of white elephants that were slow- 
ly but surely dying on their hands. It is prob- 
able that their demise will be complete when 
Saturn opposes Neptune in 1936, then the 
transition will be accomplished and the Mo- 
tion Picture Industry will then enter upon a 
new Period of Growth and Development, 
along new lines and in a new environment. 
The seed of the New Era in Motion Pictures 
has already been sown and is now germinat- 
ing, but all we see at present is the decaying 
stalk of the Plant which produced the Seed. 

Inasmuch as the advent of Sound Pictures 
coincided with the transit of Neptune into 
Virgo (1928), we strongly suspect that this is 
the seed, the production of which sounded 
the death knell of the old order and the evo- 
lution of which will bring forth the New 
Era. It would seem inevitable that three di- 
mensional projection is essential to the com- 
plete success of Sound Pictures, but certain 
additional and fundamental changes must 
take place in the Industry itself before this 
can be successfully accomplished. It requires 
more than an ingenious mechanical contriv- 
ance to make a Drama. These mechanical 
changes call for new technique and new 
ideals, which in turn call for an entirely new 
Personnel (directors, actors, etc.). Those who 
have been successful in the old order must 
either undergo a complete reorientation of 
ideas or go down in defeat. From this it is 
easy to see what is happening in the Motion 
Picture Industry since the advent of Sound 
and also why it is happening. A glorious op-

portunity awaits some enterprising producer 
who can get his mind off the Box Office long 
enough to catch a true vision of the future 
destiny of Motion Pictures. Who will con- 
centrate more upon the production of plays 
and less upon the production of dollars. He 
will realize that the Box Office will take care 
of itself when a genuine work of Art is pro- 
duced. He will also realize that as human 
consciousness evolves fashions in dramatic 
art change, as do styles in other walks of life. 
He will realize that we are entering a New 
Cycle so far as Motion Pictures are con- 
cerned. The transit of Neptune into Virgo in 
1928 was the Handwriting on the Wall. A 
similar cyclic change took place in 1914 with 
the transit of Neptune in Leo, which coin- 
cided with the first feature productions and 
eventually led up to the phenomenal growth 
of the Motion Picture Industry, as Neptune, 
in transit through Leo, successively and fa- 
vorably aspected the radical Jupiter, Nep- 
tune, Uranus, Moon and Sun. The present 
transit into Virgo took place under less aus- 
picious circumstances. The first thing Nep- 
tune did after entering Virgo (in 1928) was 
to square the radical Jupiter which is fol- 
lowed by afflictions to the radical Venus, 
Neptune and Mercury. These afflictions tell 
us plainly that there is a marked contrast be- 
tween what the Public demands and is willing 
to pay for and what the Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers think the Public wants. Here is a 
conflict between supply and demand. The 
Producers are simply trying to sell the Public 
something they do not want—it can’t be done. 
The cross aspect indicates that the new de- 
mand arises while there are still conditions 
within the industry that make it difficult to 
meet, but difficult does not mean impossible, 
although it may mean heavy loss. However 
no compromise is possible. The limiting 
bonds of Tradition must be broken (at best 
a painful process). An entirely new structure 
must be built from the ground up. The Mo- 
tion Picture industry must be adjusted to the 
new order or sink out of sight. It is inevit- 
able that many members thereof will fail to 
adjust themselves in time to avoid destruc- 
tion. Like the Israelites who, in the absence 
of Moses, worshipped the Golden Calf, these 
devotees of Art have been bowing down be- 
fore false gods, the chief of which is Mam- 
mon. The indications are that they had to 
be prevented from making money before they 
would revive the lost art of making plays. 
Those who survive this.purging will be those 
who will forget all that they ever thought 
they knew about production, directing, act- 
ing, etc., and will humbly study the demands 
of this new cycle. Jupiter entering Virgo in 
1932 symbolized the Fall of the Mighty (see 
our March 1933 issue of AMERICAN AS- 





TROLOGY). A Tidal Wave of Evolution 
is sweeping over the world. It just so hap- 
pens that Motion Pictures is one Industry 
(as revealed by this chart) that will not fit 
into the new scheme in its old form. Hence 
it is apparently hard hit. “And the young 
man went away sorrowing, for he had many 
possessions.” 

We believe that the final crash of what is 
left of the old structures will come in about 
three years. In the meantime the Motion 
Picture Industry of the future will be grow- 
ing slowly but surely, though it may not be 
noticeable for some time. But by 1942 (when 
Neptune enters Libra) it should be quite a 
husky youngster. The new Dispensation 
should then be well under way. 

For the benefit of those who bewail their 
hard luck or are still wondering what is 
wrong, we might quote the words of a lead- 
ing Motion Picture executive in a recent 
interview: “There is nothing wrong with 
the Motion Picture Industry that better pic- 
tures cannot cure.”

MARS IN SCORPIO 
August 26 to October 8 
General Indications 


Probably the greatest revelation that can 
come to the Astrological Student comes with 
the realization that it is within the power of 
the individual to direct the activities pertain- 
ing to any planet within the limits of the na- 
tural function of that planet. 

It is the function of Mars to destroy. The 
presence of this planet in any sign of the 
Zodiac is indicative of an unusual activity of 
the destructive phases of that sign. Uncon- 
trolled, this may result in the destruction of 
much that is good, but Mars the Destroyer 
will just as readily destroy that which is evil 
and under the conscious direction of an in- 
telligent thinking mind this same force 
which under natural conditions might result 
in frightful havoc may by the same token 
become a Protector of the oppressed and a 
Valiant Defender of the rights of Man, de- 
stroying obstacles in the path of Progress, 
shattering shells of limitation. This is the 
purifying fire that burns away the refuse and 
transmutes by violent chemicalization that 
which is evil into that which is good. Here 
is the flame under the retort of the alchem- 
ist by which he sought to transmute base 
metal into gold. The modern chemist uses 
the Mars principle continuously in produc- 
ing his miracles. When the oxygen of the 
air unites with the elements of any combus- 
tible material we have Mars in manifestation. 
This may be the fire on the Hearth that 
warms us and promotes comfort, or it may 
be an all devouring flame that.destroys our 
home—it is all a matter of control, or lack 
of it. The God of Fire is a useful servant 
but a bad master. In the Human Body he 
produces fevers which burn away the accu- 
mulated and destructive poisons in the sys- 
tem. If the accumulation is very great this 
fever (fire) may get beyond control and de- 
stroy the entire body, resulting in Death. 
In the realm of Human Emotion Mars mani- 
fests as passion in all its various forms. 
Here also we find that the danger is not in 
the passion but rather in the possible results 
of uncontrolled and undirected passion. A 
man without passion is like untempered 
steel—useless. Yet uncontrolled passion may 
result in great destruction. Anger is not to 
be deplored. It is the lack of control and 
intelligent direction of this passion that con- 
stitutes the real tragedy. It has been said 
that “A really bad person never becomes 
angry,” and one modern psychologist has 





characterized this passion as “A spiritual 
cathartic that has saved the souls of mil- 
lions of people.” 

Socially the Mars principle produces con- 
flicts, contests of all kinds, wars, crime (and 
its punishment), sports and industry (manu- 
facturing). In ancient time the God of 
Force and Action was the patron of tourna- 
ments, wars and all similar activities. The 
Greeks represented him as “a young, strong 
Hero, wearing armor and a helmet, carrying 
a shield and a spear—in a combative atti- 
tude. In the Roman Empire “he was held 
in high esteem” as the God of Victory and 
the Symbol of Strength to overcome enemies, 
but in the modern world Mars is not so limi- 
ted in his activities. He finds a greater va- 
riety of outlets for his energies. In our mod- 
ern complex civilization he finds opportuni- 
ties for expression that were not dreamed of 
a few centuries ago. The modern devotee 
of Mars finds in the ancient God of War the 
God of Machinery. His temple is the Fac- 
tory and his altar the furnace of a Steel 
Mill. As this Machine Age progresses and 
develops further, and as Mercury lends his 
ingenuity to Mars to the purpose of develop- 
ing engines of destruction to greater and 
greater perfection, no doubt war will gradu- 
ally disappear and cease to furnish an out- 
let for these martian forces. This is an inevi- 
table result. Need for such release will no 
longer exist; ample outlets will be found in 
other ways and energy always takes the 
path of least resistance. Furthermore war 
as such becomes impracticable when it is 
possible for one man to wipe out in a few 
minutes the entire population of a city with 
poison gas. War then exceeds its purpose 
and ceases to be useful. Yet even though 
wars and the need for wars may disappear 
from the face of the earth, Man is still in 
danger of becoming just as much a slave 
to the new form (machinery) as the ancient 
worshipper was a slave to the sword. The 
true spiritual power and purpose of Mars 
has not yet been contacted or realized but 
it will come in due time. The Evolution of 
God through his own creation—Man, will 
inevitably evolve the true destiny of Mars 
which still remains hidden within the poten- 
tialities of the sign Aries (ruled by Mars) 
of which Mars is always the concentrated 
essence in manifestation. Every planet is a 
concentration (limitation) to a definite pur- 
pose of the sign it rules. Any sign of the 
Zodiac is unformed, unorganized and of in- 
finite potentiality, yet contains the spiritual 
seed of its divine destiny. The sign mani- 
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fests through its ruler which imposes limi- 
tations upon the powers of the sign accord- 
ing to the ruling planet’s position and as- 
pects. Only so much of the latent powers of 
the sign will manifest through the planet as 
may be permitted by the evolutionary status 
of the individual or the race. Thus the planet 
becomes the evolving seed of the sign in 
manifestation and the ultimate purpose is to 
bring the planetary seed to that degree of 
evolution where it will accurately express 
the spiritual destiny of the sign. It is the 
Destiny of Mars to eventually destroy all 
that is evil, to remove all obstacles in the 
path of Man’s spiritual progress. This is the 
torch with which Man will eventually burn 
his way through the walls of material con- 
sciousness that separate him from his spiri- 
tual kingdom.

At this particular time (during the pres- 
ent transit of Mars through Scorpio) the de- 
structive phase of Scorpio is likely to be 
much in evidence, manifesting probably as 
a crime of more or less serious proportions 
—murders, outrages of various kinds marked 
by much brutality and notable suicides. Such 
crimes will involve a pronounced element 
of mystery and be very difficult to detect. 
This is likely to be most powerful about 
Sept. 11th, at which time there may also be 
some great trouble or disaster involving a 


Prison, Hospital or other similar institution. 
This might be a notable Prison Break or 
fire of incendiary origin and of an explosive 


nature in a hospital, asylum, etc. The under- 
world will no doubt be very active and un- 
manageable. A determined drive against 
crime may get under way, and as the forces 
of Law and Order come to grips with the 
secret anarchistic forces of the underworld 
there may be a condition analagous to a 
Civil War, though well and effectually con- 
cealed. (All this activity is under cover so 
far as the Public is concerned.) A Secret 
Society of a somewhat occult nature may be 
a subject for investigation. Webs of intrigue 
are cut asunder. Mars sometimes ventures 
into the sacred precincts “where Angels fear 
to tread.” In the realm of natural forces it 
might produce a Volcanic Eruption. It dis- 
poses to secret enmities and conspiracies. In 
individual affairs it is a steaming, seething 
caldron of corrosive liquids (emotions—pas- 
sions) that the slightest disturbance might 
start into explosive and destructive activity. 
He who understands the true purpose of 
Mars may find in this same force the instru- 
ment by which he penetrates to that secret 
compartment of his own soul wherein re- 
poses the Jewelled Sceptre of Spiritual Mas- 
tery. Of Mars in Scorpio it may be said, 
“The Will therein liveth which dieth not.”

GENERAL INDICATIONS 


It is the function of Venus to build and 
attract the elements necessary for construc- 
tion. This is not however saying anything 
about what may be constructed. It is a mis- 
take to look upon certain planets as wholly 
benefic and to brand others as malefic with- 
out redeeming features.

GENERAL INDICATIONS 


It is the function of Mercury to “reveal” 
—to illuminate, interpret and _ express, 
through establishing lines of communication 
between the subjective (unmanifest) and ob- 
jective (manifest) realms. This is accomp- 
lished through movement or change (of re- 
lationship) in some manner. Here is the link 
between the positive and negative poles of 
manifestation, between the “giver” and “re- 
ceiver.” It is the Medium or Mediator. In 
the Radio world, for instance, it is the medi- 
um between the broadcasting microphone 
and the receiving set—the broadcasting in- 
struments and aerials, the Ether which trans- 
mits the message, the instruments for re- 
ception of the message all come under the 
rulership of Mercury. Similarly all lines of 
communication or transportation and also 
individuals who act as Message Bearers 
come under his dominion. In the Psy- 
chological realm he is thought and the 
light of Intelligence. In ancient Mythology 
he was the swift Messenger of the Gods 
—the Light-bearer (swift as thought), the 
Voice of Gods and Keeper of Records, and 
at times he was delegated to the office 
of Guide who conducted Souls to other 
Worlds, and in a mundane sense he may be 
considered the “Guide of Travelers.” All 
the senses including the Psychic senses of 
location and direction may be attributed to 
him. 

The first chapter of St. John’s Gospel 
throws much light upon the esoteric signifi- 
cance of Mercury, if we will see in the per- 
sonality of John the Baptist a symbol of 
the planetary spirit. Mercury may be ac- 
cepted as the John the Baptist of the Zodiac. 
He is not “that Light” but is “sent to bear 
witness of that light.” Mercury is not the 
message but the Bearer of the Message. He 
is not that which moves nor is he the Power 
which generates motion. He is rather the 
quality which permits motion and predis- 
poses to change, hence he is supremely 
adaptable and versatile—often paradoxical in 
nature, taking on the nature of his environ- 
ment and of any planet he aspects. 

Essentially Mercury symbolizes the Prin- 


ciple of Motion in all its various forms of 
manifestation. It is the vibratory movement 
of the ether that impinging on the retina 
of the eye and, through the optic nerve upon 
the brain, stimulates a responsive movement 
in the astral brain—a (sensation) which we 
call Light, or it may be the vibratory mo- 
tion of air which we call Sound or the move- 
ment of the vocal organs which directed by 
thought (another form of motion) produces 
speech—words which express ideas. But 
back of all this is that stirring (movement) 
of the Spirit which we call Life. In the 
brain this movement of the Spirit manifests 
as Intelligence; when it stirs the emotions 
it becomes love. We read of this in the 
first chapter of Genesis: “And the Spirit of 
God moved upon the face of the waters.” 
Thus we may trace the principle of Mer- 
cury (movement) back to the spiritual in- 
ception of all things, accepting the story of 
Creation as related im Genesis purely as an 
allegorical statement of what happens in the 
course of any form of Creative Activity. At 
every beginning, large or small, there is first 
a spiritual concept (archetype) which moves 
and in moving becomes thought, which in 
turn moves through all the changes and 
stages of development incident to growth 
and manifestation until eventually it (the 
Word) “becomes Flesh” and dwells among 
us as a completed manifestation in concrete 
form of the original spiritual concept. 

It is the function of Mercury to connect 
the creative spirit with itself through estab- 
lishing lines of contact and communication 
between various centers of manifestation 
making possible co-ordination of activity. 
Hence he is also the coordinator. When 
Mercury has completed his mission there will 
be perfect and complete connection (under- 
standing—co-ordination of activity) between 
all parts and all parts (personalities or indi- 
viduals) will then work together in perfect 
harmony and to a common purpose. This 
will be “When earth’s last picture is painted.” 
When such perfect co-ordination exists Hu- 
manity will be united by bonds of perfect 
understanding and true Brotherhood, which 
will be based upon a realization of the fact 
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that all Individuals (so-called) are the Sons 
of one Father and brothers in spirit by vir- 
tue of each being a manifestation of the 
same primary spiritual identity though in a 
diversity of forms. Mercury, the ruler of 
the House of (blood) relatives, near neigh- 
bors and all intimate associations, will then 
have realized his true spiritual destiny. 


It may be reasonably assumed that wher- 
ever we find Mercury in a horoscope, there 
we will find much movement, many changes, 
exchange of messages, etc. There will be 
an effort made to coordinate various and 
otherwise distantly related units, individuals 
or centers of activity. 

During a period commencing June 21 and 
ending Sept. 12, Mercury has been in tran- 
sit through the 9th department of the yearly 


‘horoscope (calculated for the summer quar- 


ter at Washington, D. C.) and verily the 
Department of Foreign Relations and Long 
Journeys has been decidedly Mercurial, con- 
sidering the number and nature of the mes- 
sages proceeding from the White House, 
proclamations to Foreign Nations and all 
these people hopping off for round the world 
flights, etc. As this is being written (August 
Ist), we are just emerging from a conjunc- 
tion of the Sun and Mercury, which causes 
us to wonder just what our Uranian Presi- 
dent will pull “out of the Hat” next. There 
is something sensational on the fire, we may 
be sure of that, though we may not hear of 
it until early in September. 

Every conjunction of the Sun and Mer- 
cury sets the Creative Spirit in motion—the 
Spirit moves upon the face of the waters— 
Jesus, (the Sun) went down to Jordan and 
was baptized by John (Mercury) and thence- 
forth stood revealed as the Christ. At such 
a time new leaders appear, epoch-making 
changes take place and sensational revela- 
tions are made. There are all told six of 
these conjunctions in 1933, viz—February 7, 
March 23, May 28, July 30, Sept. 11 and No- 
vember 18. Two of these are of outstand- 
ing importance: that of March 23rd because 
of its proximity to the Vernal Equinox and 
that of Sept. 7th because it takes place ex- 
actly on the Meridian of the Yearly Horo- 
scope for the Longitude of Washington as 
calculated for the day of the conjunction. 
About the only thing left for Mr. Roosevelt 
to do is to pay a personal visit to some for- 
eign country and give them some first hand 
pointers on how to get something done. As 
for the conjunction of Mercury and Nep- 


tune Sept. 7th, this is likely to make His- 
tory in the realm of Aerial Navigation and 
about all that remains to be done there is 
for some venturesome American to make a 
non-stop flight around the World. 

Mercury in Virgo (prior to September 12) 
is likely to bring many changes affecting 
the working classes—new Trade Union 
agreements, etc. The arrival of an Ambas- 
sador from Soviet Russia would be real news. 
After Sept. 12 remarkable changes in Gov- 
ernmental Circles, in Civil Service depart- 
ments and new legislation affecting labor 
may be expected.

Hence Mercury in Libra is often pro- 
ductive of stagnation—such a perfect bal- 
ance of force that nothing at all may be ac- 
complished. A person having this configura- 
tion in his birth chart might be constantly 
on the horns of a dilemma. He would bal- 
ance the pro and con so nicely that he might 
never be able to make up his mind or come 
to any decision. Nero fiddling while Rome 
burned presents a perfect symbol of such 
a configuration. Furthermore such a person 
would probably be an opportunist constant- 
ly compromising with life, acting always 
from motives of expediency and drifting 
along the path of least resistance—which al- 
ways leads downward. 

So long as he is left alone and he meets 
with no resistance this fellow has a per- 
fectly delightful time harmoniously and 
quietly changing his mind, but if he meets 
with any opposition he may do a vast amount 
of sputtering (still changing his mind but 
not with the same facility). We may find 
an analogy to this in the Electric Battery 
—so long as the contact between the poles 
is closed and complete the chemical action 
goes on producing a current that flows quiet- 
ly from pole to pole, without however ac- 
complishing anything other than to wear 
out the battery in the shortest possible time. 
Let us suppose however we separate the 
poles (aspect Mercury from Cancer or Cap- 
ricorn). We then establish a resistance, then 
the sparks commence to fly; if we widen 
the distance between the poles (increase the 
resistance) the sputtering ceases, but a volt- 
age is rapidly built up and eventually (sooner 
or later) it attains to the requisite intensity 
—then a sudden explosive reaction takes 
place (a spark darts across between the 
poles), the tension is released and equili- 
brium is once more restored. This is what 
usually happens when Mercury in Libra 
meets with opposition to his plans. Such 
may result from contact with Aries or an 
aspect from Aries.

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Market Forecast. 


September 1933 


General Analysis. 


In order to get the correct perspective on 
the probable trend of the market during the 
immediate future, it will be necessary to 
briefly review the activities which have led 
us up to present conditions. The spring 
drive commenced in April and proceeded by 
a sharp and prolonged ascent to the high 
point of July 17, then the crash which was 
accurately forecast for that period in our 
July issue (page 6). Practically all the 
ground gained over a period of four months 
was lost in four days, between July 17 and 
July 22. Much of this (about one third) was 
regained between July 22 and July 29, then 
is found another negative area from July 
29th to August 5, during which prices 
again declined under the depressing influ- 
ence of new legislation. From August 5 to 
August 9 new advances are recorded under 
the speculative tendencies engendered by a 
general condition of unrest and dissatisfac- 
tion. The afflictions to Saturn would no 
doubt account for speculation in farm stocks 
in anticipation of crop failures and shortage 
in farm products. From August 12 to Aug- 
ust 21 we expect these advances to continue, 
under the influence of positive news of an 
encouraging nature from governmental cir- 
cles. But a violent reaction may be recorded 
between August 21 and 28, possibly as a 
result of bad news from abroad. It is prob- 
able that up to August 21 the market may 
regain about two thirds of the losses sus- 
tained between July 17 and July 22, which 
may be followed by a decline to about the 
top reached between July 22 and July 29, 
and this brings us up to date. 


August 28 to Sept. 4. 

We shall expect a speculative wave to get 
under way during this period, with the first 
week of September recording marked ad- 
vances. This may actually commence about 
Sept. 2nd 

Sept. 4 to Sept. 11 

The general advance may continue up to 
Sept. 9, after which a horizontal movement 
marked by much fluctuation may on the av- 
erage maintain existing levels without how- 
ever permitting any advances to speak of. 


Sept. 11 to Sept. 19 


Horizontal movement continues, and on 
the average there may be very few changes 
of an enduring nature. 


Sept. 19 to Sept. 26 


More life will be in evidence now, and the 
general tone will be more optimistic and 
purposeful. It appears that the market is 





preparing for further advances, but there 
is still an element of doubt which may check 
this movement to a considerable extent dur- 
ing this period. 
Sept. 26 to October 3 

All doubt appears to be removed now, and 
the new advance should now get under way. 
It is probable that utilities and farm stocks 
may lead the Grand March, although trans- 
portation stocks are also favored by the more 
conservative investors and_ professionals. 
How far this may go we cannot say at this 
time, but we might add that in our opinion 
the high point of the year has not yet been 
reached.

Two Aspects of the Law of Reimbodiment 


From Studies in 


HARMONIC ASTROLOGY 


“T AM” is the great Mystery. These two 
words, which are two yet essentially but one, 
come all the time out of our lips; but how 
many men stop to question their profound 
and crucial meaning? These words are the 
living symbols at the core of all true phil- 
osophies, for all philosophies have attempted 
to explain them, and some, not succeeding, 
have shrunk from them into suicidal denial. 
Because modern science is trying to escape 
from the confrontation with the “I AM” it 
has nearly run into a blind alley and a few 
pioneers aware of this fact, are striving to 
repolarize the scientific attitude in order to 
give it the power to face the great Mystery. 
Psychology, and its older and higher sister- 
science Astrology, have lost themselves into 
sandbanks for the same reason. Thus the 
time sems to have come for a clearer per- 
ception of the problems involved in this one 
basic utterance “I AM”. May the few fol- 
lowing pages serve to pave the way for 
more complete studies which must come!* 

“I AM” is a single yet a twofold utterance. 
It becomes a threefold proposition the mo- 
ment it is qualified by the addition of another 
word, as for instance “this” or “that” or any 
particular name. 

As a twofold unqualified utterance it is 
perhaps the most veiled in mystery. Yet 
this mystery, this veil of ISIS, can be pierced 
by the Mind, and that which is beyond the 
veil can be realized by the courageous and 
loving Soul. The first step in this direction 
is to grasp the fact that no thing can say “I” 
which is not a whole. To say that an ani- 
mal is an organic form of life is to say that 
it is a whole. It has the power to preserve 
and to reproduce itself; the two essential 


outer functions characterizing that which is 
a whole. Man however adds to those two 
functions another one, which is apparently 
not developed in the animal. He can not 
only preserve and reproduce his “specific” 
form (the form of his biological species), 
but he can also say: I am so and so. He has, 
to some extent at any rate, the power of 
self-consciousness. Preservation, reproduc- 
tion and self-consciousness are the three 
fundamental manifestations of the principle 
of wholeness. This principle of wholeness 
is that which is the essence of the “I AM”. 

It is the principle of wholeness which, 
manifesting in and through an organic entity 
having reached a sufficient degree of integra- 
tion, utters, or impels the brains to utter 
the phrase “I AM.” I-am-ness is the seal of 
wholeness. Every whole is potentially an “I 
AM.” But it is actually able to say it only 
as it reaches the human stage. The mys- 
tery of the “I AM” is thus the mystery of 
wholeness. 

Wholeness is an abstraction. It is a Prin- 
ciple or Idea. It is the one and sufficient 
characteristic of the Universal Whole, which 
we may call God if we so choose. The Uni- 
versal Whole is the totality of Life. But this 
totality of Life has, at least for us human 
consciousnesses, the peculiar characteristic of 
stretching in two ways: in space and in time. 
Life, or the Universal Whole, stretches in 
the three directions of space for incalculable, 
or at any rate almost inconceivable, distances. 


*A series of articles entitled “The philosophy of 
Operative Wholeness” has been published in the ‘‘Glass 
Hive” during the winter 1930-31 and will be continued 
next season. They deal with phases of the same prob- 
lem which are barely touched here and we suggest their 
being studied in connection with this essay. 
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Likewise it stretches beyond computation in 
the past and the future. Yet one point must 
be clear: if we speak of the Universal Whole, 
this Whole must encompass all possible space 
and all possible time. For there cannot be 
any space or time or entity of any sort out- 
side of the Universal Whole. Wholeness is 
all-inclusiveness. It leaves no room for any 
beyond. 

In other words wholeness has two co- 
ordinates of extension: space and time. 
Therefore it has as it were two characteristic 
colorings. One may conceive wholeness as 
completeness of space; as for instance the 
Einsteinian universe which is essentially a 
finite spatial whole; for although time seems 
to be an element of it, this time is reduced 
to a sort of spatial concept. One may also 
consider wholeness as completeness of time, 
as a cycle never-ending nor beginning, the 
cycle of Eternal Return of Nietzsche. Thus, 
space-wholeness and time-wholeness. 

The rational consequence of this is that at 
any moment of time the whole of Life 
(every condition that can possibly be) is 
to be found simultaneously in the totality of 
space; also that any single point of space, 
being given the totality of time for its devel- 
opment, will experience all possible condi- 
tions and states of Life. 

As I am writing this, should time stop 
suddenly, Life would be complete and whole 
in a timeless universe. This means that by 
traveling throughout space my consciousness 
could meet all conditions which would have 
constituted, according to our ordinary way 
of considering life, my future. My future is 
manifest now at this very second somewhere 
in space. The man TI shall be tomorrow is 
living somewhere in some infinitely distant, 
or perhaps very close, galaxy. The man I 
was yesterday and twenty years ago and 
ten-thousand years ago (if one believes in 
the usual idea of reincarnation) is also living 
somewhere in space. The whole of past and 
future is a fact now somewhere in space. “I” 
and all my past and future history is mani- 
fest this very second. Do I need to be born, 
to grow old, to die? It is all there now. I 
can be it by traveling in space. “I AM” it 
now. 

This “I”, which I can only see evolving 
through long years of time toward a condi- 
tion of perfection and wholeness, is all per- 
fect and whole now, but scattered through 
space. All this outside world in space is “I” 
scattered. Every human being I meet is a 
moment of my past or my future. I am 
only meeting past and future developments 
of my own identity as I meet what I call the 
outer world. My body is my present self. 
All other living bodies are my other selves, 
past and future snapshots of the wholeness 


that is I. I am whole now throughout the 
entirety of space, outwardly scattered into 
trillions of beings, but inwardiy whole once 
I “realize” (that is, I “make real”) this 
wholeness. The universe, visible and in- 
visible, is my whole-body; it is the mani- 
festation of my space-wholeness. 

The reverse is true in the realm of time 
but it is still more difficult for us to con- 
ceive adequately what is meant thereby. We 
can imagine our conscious “I” as a sort of 
vast Eye able to register at once the entirety 
of the spatial universe and to synthetize all 
conditions perceived into a cosmic realiza- 
tion of universal selfhood. We know our- 
selves as space-beings, as bodies; thus when 
we meet other bodily entities we can imagine 
that they represent previous or future devel- 
opments of our own space-being. But we 
experience rarely, if ever, the condition of 
being a pure point of consciousness, abso- 
lutely unrelated to any other point or body; 
and thus it is still more difficult to realize 
how such a pure point, or atom of con- 
sciousness, or monad, could remember series 
of modifications in time which would be 
completely unrelated to any objective mani- 
festation. 

There we deal with pure subjectivity, 
while in the case of space-being we dealt with 
all-encompassing objectivity. Pure time is of 
the nature of a succession of states of abso- 
lute subjectivity. It is characterized by a 
mysterious abstract “I” that is becoming, 
constantly changing and modifying its state 
and condition of awareness. 

Space, on the contrary, offers an objective 
vision of the scattered whole. Myriads of 
forms present themselves, all apparently dif- 
ferent and disconnected, save for the fact 
that each form is inside of a larger one and 
contains many smaller ones. Everything is 
objective, but an apparent chaos. Everything 
IS. And this “IS” repeats itself indefinitely, 
it seems. It is Nature, or IS-IS-IS-IS, etc. 

. . . , the great mysterious goddess ISIS. 

The “Living God” arises out of the union 
of time and space, of I and IS, which thus 
becomes transformed into AM. Chaos is 
ordered into Cosmos by the knowledge of 
cycles (symbolized by the letter S) ISIS 
becomes centered into ISSI, which becomes 
ISSA, the mystery name of Jesus, the in- 
carnation of the I AM. The I AM is a two- 
fold yet single utterance. It is the Whole 
centered, integrated by the power of Mo- 
tion. It is Motion that shows the relation 
of one space-form to another, which indi- 
cates how the one becomes the other, and 
thus proves that all are of the same sub- 
stance and belong to the same Whole. Mo- 
tion is the result of the union of absolute 
time and absolute space. Motion is unceas- 
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ing because this union is constant and eter- 
nal. The “I AM” is One. This One is unex- 
haustible Energy. It is Life. 

Life is born of the union of time and space, 
of subjectivity and objectivity; but this union 
is not a static and over-stable one; neither 
is it a combination stretched out equally 
through space. Thus there are periods dur- 
ing which either time-values or space-values 
are emphasized by humanity, and places 
where either one or the other usually pre- 
dominates. 

When time-values are more emphatic life 
takes a more subjective aspect and man 
knows himself essentially as an “I” passing 
through periodical series of modifications. He 
believes in re-incarnation, that is in cyclic 
re-objectifications after periods of pure sub- 
jective introspections. 

When _§space-values predominate man 
realizes himself philosophically as a Form 
which does not change essentially but travels 
through space, organizing ever new types of 
cosmic substance and gaining an _ ever 
stronger sense of the wholeness of life 
through such operations. Man then believes 
in what should be termed accurately trans- 
migration, the immortal Soul-form passing 
from sphere to sphere, either up or down 
scale. ' 

Both theories are incomplete truths; but 
each is adapted to the particular needs of 
particular eras (time-value) and particular 
regions (space-value.) Thus re-incarnation 
is perhaps more particularly fitted to the 
Asiatic continent, and transmigration to the 
American continent. East and West are 
always more or less the representatives of 
the two cosmic polarities—time and space, 
subjective and objective. Yet this polariza- 
tion must not be considered as being too 
definite. It indicates only a general empha- 
sis, which alters itself following the sway of 
cycles. The two polarities are one in the 
illumination produced by the electric spark 
uniting them. That spark is the Living 
God; space centered and integrated, at the 
core of every moment considered as the ful- 
fillment of a cycle. 

Reincarnation and transmigration are the 
two phases of the general law of reembodi- 
ment. This law refers to the relation between 
form and substance; or, we might say, spirit 
and matter. Form is the emanation of the 
Universal Mind. This emanation is for the 
purpose of regenerating and integrating mat- 
ter, that is, of bringing to matter (the many 
scattered particles of life) the realization of 
unity. Material particles, when integrated, 
constitute bodies. This integration is pos- 
sible only by means of a Form, or pattern 
of organization, or web of magnetic lines 






along which the material particles precipi- 
tate. 

There are many grades and degrees of 
density of matter. Our solid earth-matter is 
one of the lowest type. When gathered 
round the Form which is both the essence 
of our personality and our destiny (our birth- 
chart, astrologically) we have a physical 
body. This process of gathering material 
substance round the Form (which is the 
particular emanation of the Universal Mind, 
directly, or usually, indirectly) occupies the 
pre-natal period. When sufficiently complete 
we are born physically. 

But our Form is not only to serve for the 
regeneration of coarse physical substance. 
Our personality is potentially five-fold: 
physical, emotional, mental, super-mental, 
spiritual. That is to say, there are five dif- 
ferent sets of bodies which ought to be built 
with the Form as a Pattern; or rather there 
are four bodies, the fifth being the Form 
itself, not really a body. 

One form and four types of substance. 
This gives the possibility of four more or 
less independent bodies on different planes 
of life. The physical body is made of crude 
earth substance and lives in a spatial world 
of three-dimensions where it contacts other 
similar bodies. Likewise we have potentially 
an emotional, a mental and a supermental 
or radiant body. Note well: potentially. 
Every seven years we could be born on a 
different plane of existence. At fourteen we 
should be able to function consciously and 
clearly in our body of emotional stuff; just 
as deliberately as we function at seven in 
our physical organism. At twenty-one we 
should do the same in our mental body; at 
twenty-eight in our glorious christic body. 

But we usually do not. Because our Form 
lacks stability and the substances of the 
higher plane which can be found on earth 
are not easily made to organize themselves 
into real bodies; their atoms are too imma- 
ture, too strongly separative. Thus we have 
only one good vehicle for regenerative 
activity: the physical body. The other poten- 
tial bodies are more like bags of saw-dust or 
at best, jellyfishes. So we do not really feel 
or think; rather our jellied emotional and 
mental bodies are swayed by emotional and 
mental currents with which we are brought 
in contact according to a particular destiny. 


At thirty-five we ought to be complete 
Men, wholenesses, pleromas of life, living 
gods. But instead we but too often begin 
to settle and our inner bodies harden into 
shells while our physical organism progres- 
sively decays. Then death comes. Our hold 
on physical earth matter is lost. But this 
does not affect our real being, our Form, 
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emanation of the Universal Mind and par- 
taker in Its changelessness. This Form has 
still to serve as the means of regenerating 
subtler types of matter—emotional, mental, 
super-mental. It was not successful in doing 
such a service on earth; therefore it is sent 
by the ceaseless Motion of life to other 
spheres, where it is not liable to be disrupted 
by the pull of coarse earth-energies. 

These spheres are the little understood 
companion-globes of the earth in theosophi- 
cal literature; globes which are concentric 
with the physical earth, “in a state of co- 
adunition but not con-substantiality.” These 
globes are both surrounding the solid earth 
and interpenetrating it. Therefore we can 
live in these globes while functioning in a 
dense material body; but this is very difficult. 
On the contrary, once the dense body is shed, 
then, alleviated, the Form, which is the Soul, 
soars to less dense regions, to the emotional, 
mental and supermental globes (which how- 
ever have their centers all at the same point, 
the center of our physical earth). As the 
Form reaches the emotional sphere it begins 
to gather emotional-astral molecules and 
finally a body is built, a vehicle for conscious 
activity just as our present body, but one 
made up of another type of matter. 

The same process goes on from sphere to 
sphere, around the earth-center and then 
around the solar center: until the Form hav- 
ing served its purpose is reabsorbed into the 
Universal Mind, or whatever great cosmic 
Mind was its originator as an agent of the 
Universal Mind. 

This is a very brief and much simplified 
presentation of what occurs from the point 
of view of transmigration. The Soul, a Form 
issued from a cosmic Mind (and at the limit 
from the Universal Mind), is fulfilling a 
round of activity that takes it from sphere 
to sphere downward and upward, from God 
to God via the earth. The Soul is thus im- 
mortal, that is, survives physical death, and 
eventually returns to its Creator. The subtler 
worlds lived in after death are counterparts 
of the physical worlds, and our bodies there 
are similar to our present earth-bodies be- 
cause the Form or Pattern on which they 
are built is essentially the same. 

From the reincarnation standpoint we will 
have to consider not only the pilgrimage of 
the Form, but still more the purpose of the 
Universal Mind and its cosmic agents. In 
the transmigration system little is said about 
substance. The Form is sent to regenerate 
the substance of all the various planes; but 
what if it does not regenerate this substance, 
and instead leaves it in a worse condition 
than before? Then the cosmic creative Mind 
that emanated this Form has to emanate a 
new one and still a new one (seven sets of 





them in fact) to redeem itself and finally 
fulfill what was his job: viz. the regeneration 
of a certain portion of the substance of the 
various globes, of which the physical earth 
is the densest. The reincarnation theory 
teaches that the Form we referred to as the 
soul, is only the emanation of a creative 
Mind, or Spirit, who is a “Son of God,” that 
is, himself an emanation of the Universal 
Mind. What it calls Soul is thus the emana- 
tion of the Universal Mind as a point of con- 
sciousness and will rather than as a form. 
It emphasizes the time element rather than 
the space element. This point of conscious 
Will is purely subjective in the last analysis. 
It is Atma, the Self, the spark of the Fire 
which is Atman, or the Universal Mind as a 
purely abstract Principle of Beness (not 
being). 

This Atma in cooperation with Buddhi 
constitutes the “I AM,” twofold yet one. 
When this “I AM” functions as the agent 
of the Universal Mind and finds itself at 
work, that is, attempting to regenerate some 
past cosmic materials, it becomes threefold 
and fourfold. The will to act and go forth 
constitutes in a sense what is then called 
the reincarnating principle; and this principle 
becomes the creator of a Form around which 
the various types of substance on the earth 
and its companion spheres will coalesce. This 
Form is usually called the Causal Body or at 
a lower stage the Astral Body; while the 
principle of formation itself (the “I AM” as 
a power of formation) is called Manas, the 
Ego. 

What is emphasized in this theory is the 
relation between Spirit and matter. The “I 
AM,” through the operation of the Ego, goes 
into a condition of objectivity while acting 
upon earth matter; then, at death, reenters 
a condition of subjectivity, from which it is 
aroused once more by the realization that 
the work of regeneration of matter is not 
achieved. And so we have a periodic alterna- 
tion of activity and rest, days and nights, 
relative integration of spirit and matter, and 
relative separation of spirit and matter. 

The Hindu philosophy shows this occur- 
ring in a grand cosmic scale in what it calls 
the Days and Nights of Brama, each of 
which lasts millions of millions of years. 
The principle of alternation, of vibratory mo- 
tion and change is evident in every detail of 
the cosmic system. Time-values are every- 
where emphasized; subjective values. The 
One is the foundation of all. This One passes 
through cyclic series of modifications which 
constitute the Ages, or Yugas. Every atom 
of life is a One, a monad, basically identical 
to the universal One. Liberation is the goal, 
when, the work being done, the Dharma ful- 
filled, the I AM (Atma-Buddhi) lets go the 
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restrictions placed upon itself by the con- 

ditions of the work, and gathering the experi- 
ence acquired merges back into the Universal 
One, the absolute I. 

What the true system of reincarnation 
never taught is the successive reappearance 
on the physical earth of the same Form or 
personality. Mr. So-and-So never comes back 
on earth—save in very exceptional cases. 
The reincarnation of a particular personality 
has been denied strenuously by H. P. Blavat- 
sky who gave to the modern Western world 
a general yet not complete presentation of 
the ideal of reincarnation. What reincar- 
nates, she taught, is a Principle of activity; 
not a Form of being. What happens to the 
Form of being after death has hardly ever 
been mentioned in her teachings. She said 
that the substance of the bodies disintegrat- 
ing, the Principle of activity becomes re- 
leased and reaches a condition of subjective 
rest and meditation, followed by a reawaken- 
ing after the new work, which it has to ani- 
mate (the new destiny and Form of being), 
has been precipitated in the world of form- 
ation. But this Principle of activity as such 
(Manas) is not considered as the real crea- 
tor of the new “Form of being,” or “per- 
sonality.” Karma, or the Universal Mind, 
(and in a sense Atma) is the creator of the 
Form. Manas, the Ego, is only the operator, 
the engineer of this Form-of-power. He 
“mans” that engine, for weal or woe. 

While we have not enough space to go in 
detail into the matter we hope that it hence- 
forth will be clear to the reader that the two 
theories of reincarnation and transmigration 
are complementary and not antagonistic. 
The general law is REEMBODIMENT. All 
life is absorbed in the formation of bodies, 
in the integration of material particles into 
organisms which are vehicles of conscious- 
ness and wholeness. This takes place in all 
realms of matter from the densest to the 
most subtle; for it is only in a body that the 
marriage of spirit and matter, the one pur- 
pose of Life, can occur. 

Thus bodies are constantly made, de- 
stroyed and rebuilt. But the Forms, which 
are the abstract Patterns thought out by 
creative Mind, and on which these bodies 
are moulded, are immortal,—at any rate as 
immortal as their creators; in the case of 
the Universal Mind (which is, metaphysically 
speaking, the only one creative Mind) not 
only immortal but timeless. Thus Matter is 
constantly and cyclically being re-embodied; 
which process depends upon the eternal 








activity of Spirit, and is made actual through 
the periodical creation of Forms. Thus the 
trinity: Form, Spirit, and Matter. 

What is to be called Soul? 

According to Hindu philosophy Soul is an 
abstract universal Principle temporarily con- 
ditioned by the two sets of faculties or 
powers which in themselves are illusory, yet 
which are necessary to the accomplishment 
of any work. These two operative faculties 
are the one centrifugal, the other centripetal. 
Manas operates in a matterward direction; 
Buddha in a spiritward direction. Manas 
gains knowledge through contact with mat- 
ter and brings the light of unity to matter. 
Buddha, discriminating between spirit and 
matter, reality and illusion, brings back the 
Soul (essentially Atma) to the condition of 
unity, and reduces all activities to the neu- 
tral center of repose (the hub of the cosmic 
wheel) and all matter to a condition of 
homogeneity. 

The new Western philosophy, emphasiz- 
ing space-consciousness, sees in the Soul a 
Form, a universal all-encompassing relation- 
ship, which has at times been symbolized by 
the value 7 (Pi), the relation of circumfer- 
ence to diameter. The Soul is the perfect 
Form, the noumenal Sphere,—the formula of 
wholeness, the form of the Universal Whole. 
It is space fulfilled and the consummation 
of all destinies, which are but one universal 
and timeless Destiny or Relation, eternally 
the same as a whole, although its parts are 
constantly altering their mutual adjustments 
according to the law of reciprocal action, or 
Karma. Every single living being is a part 
of this universal Destiny, a tiny wheel in the 
great Machine perpetually moving yet always 
complete and whole at every moment. Every 
destiny is necessary to the harmony of the 
Whole. As it was said of old, the stone on 
the road is as important as the heart of a 
Buddha; or a Christ. The old Hindu will say: 
because Atman is present in everything. We 
might say just as wisely: because every 
Form is necessary to the Wholeness of the 
Universal Form, every destiny to the har- 
mony of the Universal Destiny. 

Does the Soul reincarnate on earth, or does 
it go to other spheres in which it retains its 
individuality? It does both, or it does none. 
It IS. But for minds who focus their atten- 
tion timeward the Soul passes through cycles 
of objectivity alternating with cycles of sub- 
jectivity—outer activity and inner contempla- 
tion or assimilation. Minds whose conscious- 
ness is directed preeminently spaceward sees 
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the Soul as a Form moving from sphere to 
sphere, as the matrix of bodies of ever more 
refined and “spiritual” substance; then link- 
ing itself again in some manner with denser 
realms as a means to energize and illumine 
the entities struggling therein and caught 
in the whirlpool of attraction of lower 
energies. . 

There are three cosmic ultimates: spirit, 
form and matter. Each one may become the 
point of departure of a philosophy. Both the 
spirit and form points of view will lead to a 
recognition of the permanence of the Soul; 
whether as an abstract Principle, or as a less 
obviously yet essentially abstract Form. 
Thev are philosophies of immortality. Ma- 
terialism on the contrary emphasizing mat- 
ter-values sees everywhere change and trans- 
formation, the impermanency and death of 
entities which it cannot realize to be parts 
of an organic Whole, 

The philosophies of spirit and form are 
probably equally valuable. They answer 
definite requirements, fulfill the needs of 
changing world-conditions. Both do become 
degenerated when used by unphilosophical 
and materialistic minds. The system of rein- 
carnation propounded by Blavatsky and her 
Masters has become almost hopelessly ma- 
terialized. Therefore it is being challenged 
by new messengers who are bringing out 
complementary rather than antagonistic 
Teachings, who are attacking not so much 
the ancient Eastern philosophy as the cari- 
catures thereof. 

Is it that we need to learn to accept all 
views, however disparate? Rather than a sort 
of diffused tolerance we need understanding. 
We need especially to understand that the 
one thing that matters, first of all, is fulfill- 
ment. The Path of Fulfillment is the one 
great path of Life. It encompasses all other 
paths. I AM THAT I AM. This is fulfillment 
—from that of the universal all-encompassing 
I AM, to that of the tiniest, and most limited 
I AM. Fulfillment is here, now. The Whole 
is here, now. Why bother about the future 
when by scanning the fields of space one can 
see at once all futurity? 

This is the wonderful teaching which the 
new and higher Astrology gives us. The 
Wheel of Destiny moves: yet it is all there 
at once, as a form. If we understand form, 
if we understand space (the fulfillment of 
form) we understand all at once. We can 
look at a birth-chart and see the whole of 
Destiny recorded. We may not see concrete 
events; but those are purely material expres- 


sions which affect substance but not form, 
the cells of “he body not the Soul-form. 
They are not Destiny, but the shadow thereof 
on the swarming particles of the world of 
matter. Destiny is Form, and therefore it 
is Soul. All destinies constitute a vast har- 
mony, the harmony of Life that is whole and 
ceaselessly new though changeless. Every- 
thing that was and shall be, IS. This is the 
glory of it. We are eternally whole; ineffably 
and divinely whole. If only we could know 
it, realize it, live it! 

Astrology could teach us to do that. It 
would be an entirely new Astrology? . 
in a sense, it would be; yet Astrology must 
have been that in archaic days. Call it Cos- 
mosophy, if you wish; the wisdom of the 
cosmos, the science of organization and form, 
Call Astrology the science of the morph- 
ology of life, biomorphology. Names matter 
little really, for the most sacred ones will 
always be polluted on the lips of the vulgar. 
Astrology has been and should be once more 
the science and art of life-fulfillment. It can 
be a wondrous instrument for the synthesis 
of time and space values; for it deals directly 
with the greatest mystery of all, Form, in 
which all life-elements finding themselves 
organized and integrated are able to say: 
I AM.

General Forecast 


For those born between 


September 24th and October 23rd 


1928 to 1942 inclusive Neptune in the Solar 
Twelfth House of those born in the sign 
Libra may not have a very noticeable ef- 
fect insofar as the outer (Material) affairs 
of these people are concerned. This is for 
the reason that in this department of the 
chart the activities of any planet are quite 
secret and hidden from Public View. In 
many instances the influence is not fully 
(consciously) realized by the person him- 
self. In addition to this fact, Neptune, the 
Planet of Idealism, Dreams and Visions is 
in itself the natural ruler of the Twelfth 
House and a very subtle influence in any 
department—never easily detected by ma- 
terial consciousness, In this twelfth depart- 
ment, as it is in the Solar horoscopes of all 
Libra Natives at this time, it might be ex- 
pected to compound mystery and be unusu- 
ally elusive, and its effects intangible. This 
is the House of Dreams and is correlated 
with the Psychic Realms—the hidden or in- 
visible side of Life. Hence in this depart- 
ment of a horoscope we look for all influ- 
ences and activities which are hidden, secret, 
undercover and mysterious. What a person 
is at heart, his secret dreams, desires and 
aspirations—what he does under cover of 
darkness or behind closed doors—what he 
may do if he thinks he can escape detection 
—the secrets of his soul which are not re- 
vealed to even his most intimate friend, ten- 
dencies scarcely realized by the individual 
himself perhaps, are here revealed to the 
Astrologer in the Twelfth Department of 
the Horoscope. 

Vast Social cnanges may be expected to 
result from the transit of Neptune through 
Virgo and to these changes each of the 
Twelve Signs will naturally contribute its 
quota of effort and in a manner correspond- 
ing to the position of the Transiting Nep- 





tune in the Individual Horoscope. Our Libra 
friends will on the average be inclined to 
view these social transformations from the 
devotional and sacrificial point of view. They 
will probably be principally interested in 
the effect of these changes upon the lower 
classes—the down-trodden members of So- 
ciety, those who are sick, in trouble and 
otherwise in need of sympathy or assistance. 
Hence as a result of this influence Libra 
Natives may at this time be powerfully 
drawn to Occult, Mystical and Psychic Cen- 
ters. That this is true may, to some extent, 
be established by listing the Birthdates of 
the members of such groups—particularly 
the new members—it will be found that in 
the majority of instances Libra will pre- 
dominate. Those who have not previously 
been interested in such matters may experi- 
ence an awakening interest at this time as 
a result of new contacts with such people. 
The Libra born should also, coincident with 
this, feel a strong urge to engage in some 
form of Social Service work or Scientific Re- 
search along relatively occult lines or in con- 
nection with Psychology, Sociology, etc. 
They may be drawn to work in an institu- 
tion of some kind. The forms which this 
might take are of course many and varied. 
Inasmuch as Neptune is in its own Sev- 
enth House sign and tends therefore to bring 
all of its activities to a culmination in a part- 
nership or similar co-operative arrangement, 
it is probable that our Libra friends may 
at this time marry as a result of a friendship 
formed in the above manner—Marriage on 
quite a spiritual plane and to some one of 
an highly spiritual nature might result if the 
individual Libran is living up to the highest 
phase of Neptune. But in these matters one 
needs to be on his guard against a tricky 
deceptive influence which so often comes 
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from this Planet and which might lead to 
some rather tragic experiences in Marriage 
during this period. Even those already mar- 
ried will need to be on their guard against 
a subtle insidious confidence-destroying in- 
fluence which is likely to sneak in by a back 
door occasionally like water that seeps in to 
a basement and eventually so weakens the 
foundations of the house that it may be in 
danger of collapse. 

Uranus in Aries 1927 to 1934 inclusive is 
also a powerful influence upon the Marital 
Life of the Libran for it is directly in the 
Solar Seventh house of this sign. This will 
no doubt bring about drastic re-adjustments 
in connection with Marriage, Partnerships 
and Legal Affairs. Those born during the 
latter half of September have no doubt al- 
ready felt the disruptive influence of an af- 
flicted Uranus in their Social Life during the 
past three years while Uranus was receiving 
its cross aspect with Saturn. Those born 
during the first half of October may have 


for the most part escaped the worst of his 
affliction although it is quite likely that seri- 
ous complications and general disruption was 


threatened at times, During the next two 
years those born during the early part of 
October may expect to experience the con- 
structive influence of a well aspected Uranus 
in their House of Partnerships and Public 
Activities with correspondingly happy re- 
sults and progress. 

December 1929 to November 1932 (bar- 
ring the spring months of 1932 when Saturn 
was in Aquarius) Saturn in Capricorn has 
no doubt been quite a depressing influence 
upon the Domestic Life of the average Libra 
person. Forces which from the National and 
International point of view have been operat- 
ing to produce a world-wide Depression may 
of course manifest in a great variety of 
forms in individual cases. Generally speak- 
ing all those born in the sign Libra have 
felt this in the Home. They have experi- 
enced a limitation of their fields of activity. 
The restrictive restraining, obstructive influ- 
ence of Saturn operating through the Home 
has no doubt placed them under an unusually 
heavy load of domestic responsibility or at 
any rate they have been more than ordinarily 


conscious of these responsibilities. Since 
these Planetary forces usually are personal- 
ized to us in the form of some person within 
our environment it is probable that some 
person in the home—a member of the im- 
mediate family, has acted the role of Saturn 
in the Life of the Libra person. It might 
have brought ill-health to some imember 
of the family with consequent increase of 
responsibility; in any case the Libra Native 
was held down and prevented from realiz- 
ing his ambitions (Ambition—symbolized by 
the Tenth House, opposite to the fourth). 
The Fourth House (Saturn in Capricorn is 
in the Fourth House of Libra) may be com- 
pared to the Tail of a Kite which if too 
heavy as is the case when it is weighted 
down with the Saturnine load prevents the 
Kite from ascending. 

It is probable that as a result of the Uran- 
ian influence in the House of partnerships 
(previously referred to) many Librans have 
become impatient with these limitations and 
restraints and either this rebellion has turned 
inward and caused a physical break-down or 
else they have endeavored to ruthlessly 
break away from these responsibilities with 
the result that Marital crashes, Legal con- 
flicts and many domestic eruptions may have 
been experienced. However Saturn in Capri- 
corn is very powerful so it is probable that 
in the: majority of cases a sense of Duty 
over-ruled a desire for Freedom and Librans 
were held rigidly in the line however much 
against their desires. There is some con- 
solation for all of us in the fact that Saturn 
left this sign (Capricorn) on November 
20, 1932. 

1933 and 1934 Saturn in Aquarius is 
in the Solar fifth house of Libra and under 
favorable aspects tends to bring a long de- 
ferred ambition to realization. It should 
grant our Libra Friends a concrete realiza- 
tion of their Heart’s Desire. It confers the 
gift of foresight, organizing ability and all 
the other gifts of Saturn which contribute to 
success. During this period we shall expect 
many Natives of this sign (Libra) to achieve 
prominence in Political and Judicial posi- 
tions. It tends to establish a binding heart 
tie with someone who renders valuable as- 
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sistance to success and thereafter acts as a 


stabilizing influence upon the life. The Free- 


dom by Social re-adjustment which our Li- 
bra friends have been seeking through Ura- 
nus during the past three years may be final- 
ly realized during the next two years (1933 
and 1934) under the influence of this Saturn 
-transit through Aquarius. To those eligible 
for such this could mean a very satisfactory 
Marriage. Legal Affairs and Courts of Law 
are also favorable to Libra under such con- 
figurations, 

August 1932 to October 1933 Jupiter in 
Virgo is in the Solar Twelfth House of 
Libra born. This should for one thing have 
made all those born in this sign quite con- 
scious of a protecting power which secretly, 
mysteriously looks after their welfare and 
supplies their every need—you will note that 
we said—Need, there is a difference between 
what we need and what we want. Jupiter in 
the twelfth house appears to be the symbol 
of last minute luck. Such people seem to 


have at least nine lives and like all cats when- 
ever they take a tumble they always seem 


to land on their feet. The worst rarely, if 
ever, happens while Jupiter is in the Twelfth 
House. This position of Jupiter would also 
tend to release the Neptunian Forces pre- 
viously discussed and should bring them into 
manifestation in a rather sensational man- 
ner at times. 

September 1933 to October 1934, Jupiter 
in Libra is in the First House (Solar) of 
those born in this sign. Perhaps you think 
this is wonderful—if you read the text books 
on Astrology you will be convinced that 
your long-delayed Good Fortune has arrived 
and all you will have to do is sit down and 
wait for your ship of dreams to dock. To 
this we would add—perhaps—and then 
again perhaps not—that depends on a num- 
ber of things. Of this we can assure you, 
that when Jupiter transits your birth sign 
(Libra) you will get exactly what you have 
earned—no more—and certainly no less. This 
is a Harvest period for our Libra friends, 
but “Be not deceived: God is not mocked. 
Whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he also 
reap.” 

It is the function of Jupiter to expand, in- 
crease and produce an abundance of that 
which he contacts, but this says nothing 
about what is increased. He may on occa- 
sion produce an abundance of misfortune (as 


many of our Leo friends can testify as a 
result- of Jupiter’s transit through Leo in 
1931). However, under the influence of Jupi- 
ter one can certainly never complain of lack 
—whatever it is there will be plenty of it. 


In your Birth Sign (Solar First House) 
Jupiter will tend to expand your sphere of 
Personal Influence, increase your opportuni- 
ties for Self Expression, give an abundance 
of Personal Magnetism, power or posses- 
sions, and generally release from material 
bondage and promote Personal Liberty. In- 
asmuch as money (material possessions) is 
most often necessary for Freedom in our 
modern Economic World, this is most likely 
to bring an increase of Wealth, but not ne- 
cessarily so. Jupiter is primarily a mental 
planet and is just as likely to release one 
through generating a mental attitude that is 
independent of circumstances. Essentially 
it is the function of Jupiter to release. The 
avenue of escape may however vary widely 
in individual cases according to the age and 
circumstances of the person involved. 


You are likely to become unusually 
ambitious under this _ influence. Your 
ambition may lead you far afield. There 
will be a disposition to do things on 
a very large scale and take in a vast terri- 
tory in your personal aspirations and no 
doubt you will go after your objective in a 
whole-hearted enthusiastic manner and, with 
Saturn throwing a trine, with much perse- 
verance and determination also. This is like- 
ly to mark the commencement of a very 
active period during which your life may be 
marked by much strife. You may in some 
unusual manner, personally become an ob- 
ject of controversy, but your chances of vic- 
tory in any and all contests are excellent. 
Martin Luther, the great reformer, was born 
when Jupiter was in Libra conjoined with 
Venus and Mars. So if, under this transit, 
you feel like becoming an Evangelist, or 
raiding Hades and bringing back the Devil 
alive and in chains, this might not be such 
a bad idea. Certainly this transit is favor- 
able for the commencement of a New En- 
terprise—the rest is merely a matter of taste 
and degree. 

Finally to those of our Libra friends who 
may be contemplating marriage, we would 
say that a better time (so far as transits are 
concerned) could scarcely be found.

Second Lesson of a Course of Twelve 


«te 
PRACTICAL ASTROLOGY 


As previously explained, the science of 
Astrology is,a system of Symbology which 
uses the Solar System as a convenient frame- 
work upon which to weave the pattern for 
any organized expression of Life. In our 
Stellar language we therefore use an alpha- 
bet, the nine heavenly bodies, Sun, Moon 
and Planets, and the twelve signs of the Zo- 
diac, for each of which a certain symbol is 
adopted. Each symbol is intended to express 
in concise form a certain principle funda- 
mental in nature. Before anyone can make 
any progress in the study of Astrology, it 
is first necessary to become thoroughly fam- 
iliar with this alphabet, and the symbols for 
the various signs and Planets should be 
memorized. 

First, we shall study the symbols of the 
Planets. These are heavenly bodies which 
move in elliptical orbits with the Sun as the 
center and at rates of motion which vary 
with the distance of the Planet from the 
Sun. These Planets, not including the newly 
discovered Planet Pluto, and a hypothetical 
Planet, Vulcan, are seven in number, and 
with the Sun and Moon (making nine in all) 
comprise the Solar System. 

Commencing with the Sun and taking the 
others in order of the positions relative to 
the Sun as the center of the system, the sym- 
bols for these heavenly bodies are as fol- 
lows: Sun, ©; Mercury, %; Venus, 9; 
Moon, 9%; Mars, 4; Jupiter, 2¢; Saturn, 
®; Uranus, mt; Neptune, tY. 

For convenience we shall refer to the Sun 
and Moon as Planets, therefore when, in the 
course of these lessons, we speak of the Pla- 
nets, it shall be understood that we are in- 
cluding in our reference the Sun and Moon, 
unless otherwise stated. 


It may be noted that the symbols of all 
the Planets are comprised of three root sym- 
bols, the circle ©, the semi-circle }, and 
the cross +. This has reference to the three- 
fold constitution of man, Spirit, Soul and 
Body. 

The Spirit, that part of man which is rela- 
tively immortal, is properly symbolized by 
a line without beginning and without end, 
the circle O. 

The Soul, that part of man which is as yet 
unfinished, incomplete and in a state of be- 
coming, is symbolized by the incomplete cir- 
cle, the semicircle ®. 

The Body, the material vehicle for expres- 
sion by which man is limited to a definite 
form of manifestation, is symbolized by the 
cross +, the crossed lines representing the 
dimensions of space. 

Each of the Planets represents a certain 
stage of development in consciousness, hence 
the symbol of a Planet, by the relative posi- 
tions of these root symbols, expresses a cer- 
tain relationship existing between the Spirit, 
Soul and Body at that state of evolution. 

The Sun, as the central and controlling 
factor of the Universe, quite aptly symbol- 
izes the central and controlling factor in the 
individual, the relatively permanent part of 
man, hence the circle ©. The dot in the 
center symbolizes the focal point of spiritual 
power which is the individual ego. The Sun 
© in the horoscope is therefore accepted as 
the indicator of the individuality as distinct 
from personality, thus is the triune manifes- 
tation in man represented by the Sun © 
symbolizing the Spirit, the Moon @ sym- 
bolizing the Soul, and the Ascendant sym- 
bolizing the Body. By the Ascendant we 
are referring to the sign of the Zodiac which 
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was rising on the eastern horizon at the mo- 
ment of the individual’s birth. Relatively 
speaking, the Sun © symbolizes the “Real 
You;” the Ascendant reveals your disposi- 
tion, personal appearance, how you appear 
to other people who judge by the outer shell 
—what a psychologist would call the per- 
sonal Me; but this is not necessarily any 
more like the real You—the I AM—You as 
an individual Spark of Divinity, than night 
is like day. The personality and disposition, 
as revealed by the Ascendant is, in relation 
to the real You, just like a suit of clothes 
which may be put on and taken off. It may 
be changed in many ways. For this reason, 
loves, hates and various other forms of re- 
lationship founded on contact with the As- 
cendant, are not so permanent nor deep as 
those which contact with the Sun ©. The 
former are wholly personal and only felt in 
the physical presence of the other person, 
but the latter (Sun © contacts) are imper- 
sonal and operate on the inner planes where 
there is no time or space. 

The position of the Sun © in the Horo- 
scope indicates the real purpose back of your 
life—what you came here to do; what occul- 
tists would call your cosmic life work. Usu- 
ally people do not find their real spiritual 
destiny until after middle age, or at least un- 
til after the age of thirty-five; and there are 
some who go through life without finding 
it at all. But no one can ever be an outstand- 
ing success who does not find this cosmic 
life work and who does not work along the 
lines indicated by the position of the Sun © 
in his Horoscope; or, as a psychologist would 
say, who does not find free expression for 
his dominant instinct. 

Next we will consider the Moon ®. This 
heavenly body symbolizes the magic mirror 
of mind—conscious mind—consciousness. 
Even as the Moon ® reflects the sunlight 
to the inhabitants of the earth during the 
hours of darkness, so does the mirror of con- 
sciousness symbolized by the Moon ® re- 
flect the light of the Spirit. In this mirror 
and by this light we view spiritual realms in 
the form of a material world. The Moon ® 
may be said to indicate the individual’s point 
of view, his opinions, beliefs, and, in gen- 
eral, his focus of consciousness—the environ- 


ment of which he is conscious, his relation 
to it. It may also be said to indicate what a 
person believes, the degree of his suggesti- 
bility, and the quality of the suggestions he 
is most receptive to. Thus is the Moon 3 
linked up very closely with the subconscious 
mind and might be said to symbolize the 
censor which, according to the psychoana- 
lyst, determines what suggestion shall or 
shall not be accepted by the subconscious 
mind. Therefore the Moon ® is a very im- 
portant point in a Horoscope in indicating 
the avenues of approach for the correction 
of mental ills and is a particularly powerful 
influence in the Horoscope of children, ow- 
ing to the fact that the mind during child- 
hood is most plastic and suggestible. 

Finally in completing this threefold mani- 
festation we have,:as before stated, the As- 
cendant, which symbolizes the personality’ 
and physical instrument of the ego. The 
sign of the Zodiac and the planets which 
happen to be rising on the eastern horizon 
at the moment of birth indicate what the 
ego coming into manifestation will have to 
work with. This is his point of contact with 
the physical universe. His physical body and 
every part of it is indicated by the Ascend- 
ant. We cannot, for instance, obtain com- 
plete information about a person’s mental 
ability without also considering the Ascend- 
ant, because the Ascendant will indicate the 
condition of the physical instrument. of 
thought—the brain. A person may have an 
excellent intellectual equipment potentially, 
but if this physical instrument—the brain—is 
afflicted or diseased, he will not be able to 
use his powers any more than a good musi- 
cian may draw harmony from an instrument 
which is in poor condition. The person you 
see and know when you first meet anyone is 
clearly indicated by that person’s Ascendant. 
We shall not attempt to go into a complete 
discussion of the Ascendant at this time, for 
this properly belongs in another department, 
when we come to a consideration of the Zo- 
diacal signs. Our only purpose in mention- 
ing it here is to show its connection with the 
other two degrees of manifestation. 

Next month we shall continue with an ex- 
planation of the symbolism of the remaining 
heavenly bodies—the Seven Planets.

A harmonious and progressive period. 
Venus trine Saturn (4:20 p. m. ef 
August 30 is a configuration that tends to 
produce stabilization, particularly with re- 
gard to those departments which may be 
occupied by these planets. This is an aspect 
that results in a consummation of agree- 
ments, binding contracts on an equitable 
basis—a symbol of harmonious and relatively 
final settlement of important matters. Since 
approximately April 24 Saturn has been 
creating problems of adjustment and has been 
an obstructing influence in the department 
of personal associations, transportation, dis- 
tribution, journeys and _ correspondence. 
Under such an influence any attempt to 
“make connections” and arrive at mutual 
agreements would naturally be abortive. 
Such matters would be delayed. People 
would be slow to sense points of contact (or 
agreement). For this reason conferences of 
any kind whatever would be unlikely to meet 
with success. Since the last week of May, the 
first real opportunity to take any definite 
step toward such settlements came under 
the trine of Mars to Saturn July 30, when 
a promise of good news was fulfilled after 
a long delay. Pres. Roosevelt’s N. I. R. A. 
was right in line with this. This would also 
bring good news and favorable reports in 
individual affairs. The forthcoming trine of 
Venus to Saturn August 30th constitutes the 
the second step,—the second item of good 
news more favorable than the last probably,— 
and if it may be permissible to digress a 
little further in order to complete the picture, 
we might point out that the trine of Mer- 
cury to Saturn Sept. 23 marks another 
milestone in this connection—a still more 
favorable development to be followed by a 
final and completely satisfactory Settlement 
under the trine of the Sun to Saturn October 
3rd, which should bring the fullest consum- 
mation of our hopes, wishes and aspirations— 
the realization of ambition in general and in- 
dividual affairs. Matters which have been in 
process of development since the middle of 
April may be expected to fully materialize at 
that time. We venture to say that if the na- 
tions of the world were to meet in Economic 
Conference between Sept. 19 and Oct. 3, they 


. would have an excellent chance of coming to 


an agreement on the problem of World Eco- 
nomics (particularly if such a_ conference 
were to be held in the United States). 
From early in June to about the middle of 
October, Uranus has been doing his clown 





act in the department governing speculation, 
amusement, heart interests, sports, etc. At 
times he has been rather entertaining and at 
worst exciting. Like Neptune Uranus is 
revolutionary in effect but his action is more 
drastic because sudden and unexpected. So 
far the poor fellow hasn’t had an opportun- 
ity to provide us with any genuine entertain- 
ment or pleasant surprises. All we have had 
from him is bad news, disappointment, sud- 
den reversals, heartaches, etc. No doubt the 
successive afflictions he has received during 
June, July and August has accounted for 
many shattered romances and disastrous 
crashes of various kinds. The trine of Mercury 
to Uranus August 31 presents the first real op- 
portunity Uranus has had to do anyone any 
good. This is an aspect that breaks records 
and brings unexpected messages which come 
as a very pleasant surprise—and excellent 
influence for those who travel long distances. 
Neptune, who came into power as the dem- 
ocratic socialistic ruler, leader and execu- 
tive early in March crossed the Meridian 
August Ist. Neptune was met on the thresh- 
old by Venus, signifying a harmonious and 
popular culmination of an idealistic program 
for development. Neptune the idealist in 
power is at best a symbol of Utopian condi- 
tions and at worst a symbol of chaos and 
confusion. Not until Mars left Virgo (and 
entered Libra) July 7th did Neptune have 
a chance to really accomplish anything 
worthwhile or achieve any constructive re- 
sults. Opposition from within (internal dis- 
sension) would interfere with Progress while 
Mars was in Virgo, but Neptune is subtle— 
so casual, yet inhumanly clever. The People 
of the United States may not realize the fact, 
but it is nevertheless true that a much her- 
alded “Revolution” has actually taken place— 
it has come and it has gone, which merely 
proves that there is indeed more than one 
way to kill a cat—ask Neptune. We strongly 
suspect however that this particular cat has a 
couple of lives left, and when Saturn opposes 
Neptune in 1936 we may find pussy on our 
doorstep again—with a family of kittens. 
The conjunction of the Sun and Neptune 
Sept. 2nd is indicative of ‘unique achieve- 
ments in matters connected with Aviation, 
Foreign Trade, Religion, Science, Engineer- 
ing, Publishing and Law. The aspect is 
closely involved with that of Mercury con- 
junction Neptune September 7th, which 
makes the first seven days of September ex 
ceedingly favorable for all these matters. 
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September 4 to September 11 


A period of progress with, however, much 
strife. Since the middle of June, Mercury has 
kept the Cables busy. International Messages 
and Messengers have been flying hither and 
yon with that haste and agility of which only 
Mercury is capable. To this particular Chap- 
ter of History, America and our own Pres. 
Roosevelt has contributed a few paragraphs 
which future students will read with consid- 
erable astonishment. What, with solo round- 
the-world flights and blanket messages from 
the President to all the Nations of the Earth, 
and delegations from all nations sitting in 
conference these are stirring times and we 
who occupy (the ringside) seats may fail to 
get that true perspective which the more 
comprehensive view of future generations 
may permit. There is yet more of this to fol- 
low. The sextile of Mars to Mercury Sept. 
5th, followed closely by the conjunction of 
Mercury and Neptune Sept. 7th, should 
bring the most sensational development of 
all. The events proceeding out of these as- 
pects should be along the lines of Mercury 
in Virgo and Mars in Scorpio, which have 
already been set forth in our discussion of 
the Minor Transits, elsewhere in this issue. 
These configurations will naturally involve 
(international) relations, scientific progress, 
aviation, etc. as in the past. 

Mars has since about July 22nd, tended to 

enerate much action in the department of 

egislation and Realization. So far, up to 


August Ist, this has been friendly co-opera- 
tive activity and Mars has not lived up to his 
reputation for violence, destruction and gen- 
eral cussedness. There has not been to date, 
any serious discord to interfere with the har- 
monious activity of this department. The 
constructive phase of Mars has been in evi- 
dence. Hercules has been at work on that 
“golden apple” assigniment and with his usual 
success. But when Mars opposes Uranus 
August 21 and then squares Saturn Sept. 11, 
be prepared for trouble. Here is where that 
young ruffan (Hercules) runs true to form 
by running amuck (over some trivial annoy- 
ance probably) and with a few wild strokes, 
undoing all the good he has done. Somebody 
crosses somebody accidentally or otherwise 
and then it is a case of—slap!-bang!-smash! 
all in one word. This might among other 
things coincide with a very serious accident 
in connection with transportation, also an 
underworld outbreak in the form of crime 
marked by much brutality and possibly a dis- 
aster involving some public institution, to 
say nothing of what it may do to that admir- 
able system of relationship that has been so 
carefully and laboriously constructed during 
preceding weeks. Some Trade Union con- 
nected with Transportation might decide to 
call a strike at this time. In any case this 
destructive influence may endure until about 
Sept. 19. 


September 11 to September 19 


A rather dangerous period. Mercury and 
the Sun conjunct on the Meridian (entering 
the Mid-Heaven together) at 6:37 p. m. E. S. 
T., Sept. 11. The conjunction taking place 
18:18 Virgo. This is in our estimation one 
of the very important configurations of the 
year, followed so closely by an opposition of 
Venus to Uranus (4:17 p. m. E. S. T., Sept. 
12). We shall expect the combined effects to 
be rather unpleasant. The Sun conjunction 
Mercury is at best a revolutionary aspect. 
It is eminently creative, usualy marking the 
commencement of a new dispensation (rela- 
tively speaking), but it also operates sudden- 
ly and explosively, in a manner similar to a 
Volcanic Eruption, which may be interpreted 
as applying to any plane of activity, political, 
social, physical or to national as well as in- 
dividual affairs. It is an aspect of the nature 
of Uranus, and with a Uranian affliction so 
closely involved we are likely to witness 
some very drastic changes accomplished by 
considerable fireworks. This is when the 
“Ghost walks” and God says, “Let there be 
light.” The effects are likely to be felt prin- 
cipally in the department ruling governmen- 


tal affairs, those in positions of power, indi- 
vidual honor and professional standing. It is 
an aspect that offers opportunities for sensa- 
tional achievement, but powerful and often 
strange and terrible forces express through 
this configuration, such as might on occa- 
sion prove very destructive. Ambition and 
the courage of Faith is commendable, but he 
is also wise who knows his own limitations. 
Even Jupiter “whose terrible right arm 
hurled the thunderbolts” would not dare to 
mount the Chariot of Apollo. Phaeton, with 
the courage of youth, ignorance and egotism, 
aspired to and insisted upon that high honor 
only to meet a terrible fate—the fate that so 
often befalls those to whom are granted the 
“fatal gift” of Power. 

The opposition of Venus and Uranus Sept. 
12 is just another “scrap of paper.” Here is a 
conflict, separation and parting of ways © 
which will be as conclusive as it will be 
sudden. It is indicative of Social Events 
cataclysmic in nature and proportion. “The 
Harp of a thousand strings” is likely to have 
more than a few broken chords when this is 
over. It is a fascinating prospect to those who 
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prefer to live dangerously and who believe in 
taking their drinks straight, but those who 
live more slowly live longer and pleasure is 
more enduring when it is not so intense. 
This aspect marks a time when everyone 


On the whole this period is progressive and 
distinctly favorable to general success, al- 
though the square of Venue to Saturn Sept. 
23 (9:59 p. m. E. S. T.) does strike a some- 
what depressing note in financial affairs.
